A St Louis shoemaker named Ouster 


baa applied for a patent on a remarkable 
gun. The inventor wiU not display the 
affair itself, as he believes it to be "the 
coming gun," but from the drawings and 
obscure description offered by the owner 
a vague idea can be gleaned. 
The gun is a smooth bore, very similar 


to a Martini-Henry rifle, and hammer- 
lesa On the left hand side of the breech 
block is a magazine containing cartridges 
so arranged that on firing the recoil or 
the charge opens the breech, at which a 
spring presses a fresh cartridge into 
place. 
., 
But the peculiarity lies in the cartridge 


and tho rear end of it. A very light 
charge suffices to start it 


After it has gone but a few rods the 


extreme rear one of a series of secondary 
charges explodes, giving the missile re- 
newed impetus. These explosions are, 
continued until the series is exhausted 
or the projectile has reached its object. 


The advantages claimed for this odd 


weapon are that a much lighter gun can 
boused and that greater execution can 
be wrought, besides getting longer range, 
as he claims a bullet can be fired ten 
miles, and even further, according to the 
number of propelling charges, always 
providing that nothing gets in tho way. 


It requires a 2J inch cartridge for a tea 


mile trip, and one-quarter inch addi- 
tional for each subsequent mile. One 
thing that has always been a source of 
annoyance to gunners is «urmounted by 
this, the trajectory. 


Tho projectile, in place of making a 


bee line, has heretofore described an arc, 
necessitating "raised eights" for long 
distance shooting, as tha continuous 
force of gravity would drag tho bullet 
downward below a direct line to the tar- 


Tl'3 inventor claims that his system of 


relays, acting as they do as instantaneous 
forces, overcome the continuous and 
cause the missile to move directly to the 
mark.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Composite Photography. 


Photographic art, in its recent progress, 


Includes no more interesting phase than 
that known as composite photography, 
[t is six years since that Professor Gault, 
an American, began experiments in this 
direction, attaining results that have at- 
Iracted attention on both sides of the 
Atlantic. In brief, the process, which 
applies only to reproducing the human 
features, consists of super-imposing a 
number of photographs upon a negative 
common to alL The outcome, when this 
process is intelligently and skillfully 
done, Is a photograph embodying the 
dominant facial traits of all the portraits 
placed before the camera. The last pic- 
ture of all bears tho same relation—as to 
resemblance—to its predecessor, as does 
the human being often bear a likeness to 
his ancestors through many generations. 
?resh in the minds of many will be the 
magazine articles recently published, 
*iving the results of composite photogra- 
phy as applied to a chosen number of 
pupils in a seminary. 
The final photograph showed a type 


distinct from the score of photographs 
used to produce it, yet revealed a face in 
which the dominant characteristics of 
all were blended in a face of extreme 
beauty and power. In a similar manner 
a composite photograph made up from a 
succession of family portraits will yield 
a remarkable result, giving features in 
which the characteristics of ancestors are 
plainly discernible. 
By blending two 


portraits upon one negative a curious of- 
fret is produced. The possibilities of 
cu aposite photography ais full of deep 
interest, not only for the lover of the 
camera, but for the student of human 
nature.—Pittsburg Bulletin.

He 
may have attained eminence in this line 
or that, have pcrfoimed some great feat 
in war, in politics or in art, but, after 
all, he had, as the French lady said, "his 
hours and his moments." 


There were times when dullness over- 


came him like a fog, nnd the evidences 
ho here in tho book before us. There- 
fore, paradoxical as it may seem, there 
are no dull autobiographies, for the rea- 
son that their very dullness has its inter- 
esting features. 
The fact that all the novelists and story 


tellers have put many of then' stories in 
tho form of autobiography shows the 
hold this method of recital has upon the 
mind. Robinson Ciusoe is ten times 
more real than if Defoe had i elated the 
famous adventures m tho third person; 
the same may bo said of Marryat's sea 
novels, of Poe's best tiles, and even of 
Frank Stockton's grotesqueries. The ap- 
parently real narrator escites a personal 
interest that throws a charm around the 
whole story nothing else c.an give.—Chi- 
cago Herald.

ALASKAN WILDS. 


A Saciwuentan Telia of His Trip to tlio 


Far >"orth. 


Hoa. A. P. Gallic, wlo retnrued from a 


trip to Alaska a few days sices, Rave a 
brief but interesting coconut of his journey 
to a Sacramento Handay Duion reporter 
last Saturday. 
Ha says tha steamer con- 


veying himself anil commies took seventy- 
odd passengers from Tacoma, W, T., all 
bat half a dozen of whom were Eastern 
tourists »cd pleasure seekers. The route 
lay all the way through the narrow channel 
separating the main land fro<M the linger 
islands along the coast, there being but 
one spot—at the head of Vancouver Island 
—where the open sea was seen, and thai 
for but only thirty miles or so on one side. 
The channel is boraered on either side by 
bigb, rough mountains, thickly studded 
with pines down to tha water's edge. It 
is a most interesting and romantic journey 
from sUit to finish. The steamer stopped 
at many settlements on her way, and the 
tourists saw much to interest thorn at all 
points. 


"We went," said Mr. Catlio, "through 


to Janoau, which is much farther north 
than Sitka, 
Juneaa is a town of about 


2,500 inhabitants. 
We visited two or 


three of the larger glaciers in that vicinity, 
and it can truthfully be said that DO one 
who baa not seen n glacier cm form nnj 
idea of its grandeur. All that one may 
read on the subject will cot giva him a 
correct comprehension of one of these 
moving, flowing, tumbling mountains of 
ice." 


"What is there at Juneaa for so many 


people tu do?" a^ked ilie repnrtir. 


"Well, tber« are salmon cannerib., 'to.; 


but the rno«t prommint industry there- 
abouts is mining. Tnere is locnted near 
Juot-nn what is said to be ths largest quartz 
mill ia the wodii—running soraf two 
hundred and fifty heavy stomps. The 
ledge, or mine, from which the ore is 
taken, is more like an immense quarry, 
being hundreds of feet in width. One can 
there see mining on the most gigantic 
scale imaginable. 


"How is the clicaate up thfie—did y-a 


find it cold?" 


"Not at all. I made the great mistake 


of taking too much clothing with me. 
Dr. 


Clunest, who vras up there a fawytars tigo, 
told ma to take few outergarmeuts, bnt not 
to forget an umbrella and rubber shoes. 
He said I would require no be \vier clothing 
than in Sacramento, and I wished I had 
followed his adv'ce before I Lad been long 
on shore. It was very pleasant, indeed, 
with the exception of the raia. Why, at 
Sitkal waa informed that it is rarely cold 
enough there in winter to freeze. 
This 


upsets tha popular idea of that conntry, 
bat it is no." 


"Where did you go from Janean?" 
"From there we came south for some 


distance among the islands, aad then west- 
ward toward the ocsao, afterward following 
the main island (on •which Sitka is located) 
ia a southeasterly direction around the 
island to that port. Here we made a short 
stay, just long eaough to take in the main 
features of the place." 


Does there seem to be much of a 


future for the towns in Alaska?" 


"I should say not—at least until a 


Territorial Government has been estab- 
lished and people can get title to the land. 
It ia one of the finest timbered countries in 
the world, bnt of course nobody is now 
allowed to molest the greut forests. 
There 


•will always be considerable trading, mining 
and fishing, 
however, 
and 
the towns 


7, 
piil grow somewhat. 
"The strangest experience of the tourist 


in that locality is the shortness of the 
nights. The sun gets, say, at 9 or half- 
past 9 o'clock p. M., bnt the twilight 
continues for hours afterward—quite up 
to midnight, in fact, and then, about 2 
o'clock in the morning—before one can 
scarcely realize that there had been a night 
at all—the sun shows up again for another 
long day. While we were there it hardly 
got dark enough tor one to sco the stars 
in a cloudless sky. No, we \?ere not 
favored with an exhibition of the beautiful 
aurora borealis that has charmed so many 
travelers in that romantic land, but as it 
was the nights were weird enough aud one 
mast be very Gallons indeed who could not 
be impressed with the strauge conditions 
that surround him in th<t fur nottheru 
latitude.

"A ask*." remarked Mr. Callin in cou 


elusion, "will bt> tbt> great center of aitnie- 
tiiui for Snmmer tourist* in tbo corning 
yt-ius. American* are juit finding out thin 
there are on tbis continent localities the 
wiljnosa and grandeur of whjch nre not 
•nrpussed, if equalled, anywhere on the 
s'obi-, an 1 eve j Summer houcefoith wi 
fiu'l ({rent throngs of people fleeing from 
ih- lu eube h^at of our inlnud cities to 
tojoy the m u l oliu..;te r.nd grand sights to 
be me: with in our northern Pacific pos- 
letaions. Back in the interior of Alaska 
it gets very cold in Winter, no doubt, bnt 
on the coaitthe climate is tempered at all 
seasons by the warm currents from the 
Japanese coast. It is a pleasant place to 
go for^i jaunt, but there nre few induce 
mests to anybody to settle down perma- 
nently, unless for young men who may 
•want to engage in some of the few 
profitable industries now springing op 
Bnt the tourist business will always le 
great." 


In all probability a clause will be insert-

The Euterprise calls attention to this 


great question, saying: 


We do not believo that everybody fully 


realizes tho importance of the report con- 
cerniLg water snrveya that we printed yes- 
terday morning. 
Necessarily those who 


have studied tbe question of laud values 
can clearly foresee the immense gain that 
will accrue to tho State from the system of 
water B'orage proposed. Although under- 
standing that only the beginning has been 
made, and that the elan.s will not be built 
u a f e w d a > s , or even a few months, the 
final impounding of all the water at pres- 
tnt running to wa^te is reasonably certain, 
and that a>l the work may not be finished 
for a long time does not destroy anticipa- 
tions of a prosperous future. 
There are 


those, hovever, not inttreeted in the pro- 
ducts o£ the fields who Hmy not wholly re- 
alize tt.e value of the new work, It !•>, of 
course, uefdlesa to call the attention of 
mtllmeu—miliinen of the 
water wheel 


urllls—their experience of toss BO immedi- 
ately associated with low water is sufficient 
lo make tbe lulvnutngi-s of storage darns 
clear. But ibere ure many who may noi at 
first see thmt their mines will be benefited. 
The ore will, of courpe, remain the same, 
bnt many staples will be cheaper. 
ilaliy 


mines ihtit are located above trackless 
wilds of sugebrush, will, within a few years, 
look down trom the mountains upon wav- 
ing grain 
fiel'ls- 
Many mines that aie 


worked with difficulty, owing to the excess- 
ive cost of transportation, will hnd a reduc- 
tion in this expense when feed for the 
teams is to be hud aioug the route. Mines 
that cannot be worked at ell, owing to tbe 
low grxde of ore, where all provisions nre 
brought from a long distance, may be 
worked at a smiiil profit when food for 
men or.d hay und gra'u for horses cau be, 
ubiained at ranches in the neighborhood 
and many diatricis that are seldom even 
prospected, hecjusa but few of the men 
who have the prospesfor's spirit ha«e 
enough money to provide themselves with 
tho outfit uecesqary for a long trip through 
an nnia habited region, will swarm wiih 
eager searchers after metal bearing lodes 
when the valleys between tho ranges ave 
covered with productive farms. 


Hundreds of rich districts are unoccu- 


pied simply because distance from the 
nearest base of supplies puts the cost of 
prospecting above tho means of tha pros- 
pector. 
We do not 
undervalue land. 


When cultivated it is a mine that is never 
woiked out. 
Its output continues forever, 


but its value is tho greater here because it 
yields the food that supplies the miners. 


Every acre added to the tillable area is 


an ally to the mining interest; a tireless 
exhnustleas storehouse of food, aud its 
value that is often estimated elsewhere as tho 
assurance of homes and living for families 
must be held higher here where its cultiva- 
tion is BO intimately conneclod with the 
econr.aiical working of o'.r mines. 
The 


distance from cause to effect heio in great, 
bnt every drop of water saved lor the use 
of farmers, represents an addition to the 
yearly output of precionu metals. To trace 
the connection between the water ia the 
c'am and a bar of bullion would lead one 
through'many trades and industries, but 
devious as the tracing ruighl be th3 con- 
nection would be found. The ore damps 
will multiply iu number when the water 
in the mountains begins to work lor tbe 
farmer. 
Work and wages lor the miners 


as well as homes and crops lor farmers 
will follow the course of water controlled 
and guided to* the use of mankind instead 
of being permitted to waste its weblth of 
power and fertility in useless freedom.

A correspondent of La Science en 


Famille states that in tho Protestant 
church at Libau, Russia, there is an or- 
gan which occupies tho whole width of 
tho church, about CO feet, and which 
has 131 registers, 8,000 pipes and U bel- 
lows of large size. It has 4 harpsichords 
and 1 pedal. Tho largest pipe is formed 
of planks 3 inches thick and 81 foot in 
length, and has a section of 7 square 
inches, and weighs 1,540 pounds. Be- 
sides the 
131 registers, 
there are 


21 accessory stops that permit of 
combining various parts of the in- 
strument without having direct re- 
course to the registers. By a~ spe- 
cial pneumatic combination, the organist 
can cauplo tho four harpischords and ob- 
tain surprising results. For the sake of 
comparison tho following largo instru- 
ments of this kind may be cited: Organ 
of tho cathedral of Riga, 123 registers; 
Garden City cathedral, 120; St. Albert 
Hall, London, 100, Cathedral of Ulm, 
100; St. George's Uall, Liverpool, 100; 
Notre Dame, Paris, 00; Boston cathe- 
dral, 86; Cathedral of Schwerin, 85; St.
